HEADLESS BODY OF BOY FOUND

New Orleans, June 24.—Two miles In 


in the Interior of a big swamp near 
this city, the headless body of Walter 
Lamana, an Italian child, 7 years old, 
who was kidnapped and held for 
$6000 ransom two weeks ago, was 
found.

death, according to the confession of 
one of several Italians held by the po- 
lice.

Twice his remarks were ap- 
plauded by the spectators. 


Mr. Pennypacker declared that the 
board of public grounds and buildings, 
of which he was president during the 
equipment of the capítol, had acted in 
good 
faltb. 
Entire 
confidence 
had 
been invested In the ability, honesty 
and integrity of Architect Huston he 
stated, and John H. Sanderson hañ 
been referred to them as the beat 
available man to furnish the building. 
If the state has been fleeced by the 
carrying out of the contracts, Mr, Pen- 
nypacker 
thought that treason 
had 
been committed, and that the guilty 
parties should be punished. 


"Sanderson was made to give the 
board a sworn statement for every- 
thing that he supplied/' was one of his 
declarations. "If he cheated the state, 
ho was guilty of perjury as well as of 
fraud."

LEWIS ADMITS 
BURYING CHILD 


A WEEK'S NEWS' CONDENSEI 


H E A D L E S S BODY OF BOY FOliND 


Lad Kidnapped In New- Orleans Was 
Killsd By Abductors. 


New Orleans. June 24.—Two miles In 
in the interior of a big swamp near 
this city, the headless body of Walter 
Lamana. an Italian child. 7 years old, 
who 
was 
kidnapped 
and 
held 
for 
ffiOOO ransom 
two weeks ago. was 
found. 
He 
had 
been strangled 
to 
death, according to the confession of 
one of several lulians held by the po- 
lice. 


Five Italians, two of them women, 
are under arrest, charged with being 
accomplices to the murder, and extra 
details of police and deputies are main- 
taining order in the excited Italian 
quarter of the city. 


The murdered boy was found near 
St. Rose, about 20 miles from New Or- 
leans. A sweating process wrung a con- 
fession from one of the Italian sus- 
pects, who was taken from his home in 
St. Rose and carried Into the woods 
by combined force of officials and vigi- 
lantes who had the search in charge. 
This man. Ignazlo Campigclano, was 
kept in the woods an hour, when he 
confessed, charging four Italians with 
the murder. 
He said that about the 
the time of a mass meeting in New 
Orleans, more than a week ago, held 
for the purpose of prosecuting search 
for the boy. these men, who were in a 
vacant 
house in 
St. Rose, 
became 
frightened and consulted about what 
to do with the child. 
The boy was 
crying, begging to be taken home to 
his parents, said Camplgclano, and one 
of the quartet of kidnappers grabbed 
the child and strangled him to death 
to stop his noise. Later two of the 
kidnappers, he said, came to him car- 
rying the body in a blanket, and after 
threatening him with death if he told, 
took the body into a swamp. 


Camplgclano, after relating this sto- 
ry, led the police through two miles of 
swamp, where the searchers somstlmes 
waded in water nearly waist deep, and 
at others crawled under tangles of 
briars. 
In a shallow pool at the end 
of this search the body was found in 
the blanket in a clump of cane. 


West Chcstirr, Pa.. Juno 25.—Irwiir 
Lewis, stepfather of 5-year-old Mary 
Nowlln, whose body was found burLeu 
In a pit In th« barnyard at her homo, 
near here, or- Friday, was committed 
to prison, folfowing an Inquest In the 
case, on a formal charge of murder. 
Before the In^queat Lewis made a par* 
tial confession to District Attocney 
MacKlroe, la which he said that the 
child fell fram the top of a wa«on 
shed and was killed. 
Ho said he saw 
her fall andi when he wont to pick, her 
up she was rfead. Ho feared he might 
be accused of killing her and ho tied s 
burlap bag over her head, fastened a 
cord about her neck and burled her In 
the pit In the barnyard, where he cov- 
ered the body over with refuse. 


At the inquest, which was held at 
Avondale, a small village near the 
Lewis home, U. S. Qlfford. the» coro- 
ner's physician, who made a post mor- 
tem examination of the body, testified 
that death was caused by suffocation 
or asphyxiation, and there was noth- 
ing In the condition of the body to 
show thati the child had sustained such 
injuries as to cause death. 
District 
Attorney MacElroe then repeated the 
partial confession of Lewis, and the 
Jury refcurned a verdict that the child 
came 
her death at the hands of Ir- 
win I-iewls. 
Mr. MacEIree testified as follows: 
"On the Friday evening of the find* 
ing of the body I questioned Lewis foi 
hour». At 10 o'clock I said to him: 
'Now. Lewis, Tm going to go. I'll give 
you one last chance. I can't promise 
you anything,' 


'•Then he told me that when he went 
home to feed the chickens at 5 o'clocli 
In the afternoon he saw little Mary on 
the second floor of the wagon shed 
She fell off, he said, and when he ran 
over to her she was dead, 


"He then admitted burying her and 
ended by saying: 'My God, what would 
my wife and mother and sister thinli 
of what I've said?' 


" 'The case is pretty bad 
agains 
me, isn't it?' I said: 'Yes, Lewis, it li 
pretty bad.' 


"I 
secured 
the 
admission 
fronc 
Lewis that he burled the body when 1 
convinced him that I had a wltnesi 
who had seen him hoe the refuse ovei 
the shallow grave. He then told m« 
that he had burled the little girl, but 
tried to make me believe that hei 
death had been accidental, Inslstini 
that ho had not murdered her." 


Immediately after the Inquest Lewif 
was taken before Justice of the Peacc 
Llpp, where a formal case was mad« 
out against the accused, and he wai 
committed to prison, being brought 
here. 


The condition of 
the body whei 
found and the testimony of the coro 
ner's physician leave little room foj 
doubt, according to the district attor 
ney, that the child was burled alivfJ 
and was smothered in the grave.

LEWIS ADMITS 


BURYING CHILD 


A WEEK’S NEWS* CONDENSE! 


HEADLESS BODY OF BOY FOUND 


Lad Kidnapped In New Orleana Was 
Killed By Abductora. 


New Orleans, June 24.—Two miles In 
in the Interior of a big swamp near 
this city, the headless body of Walter 
Lamana, an Italian child, 7 years old, 
who was 
kldnappe4 and held for 
$6000 ransom two weeks ago, waa 
found. 
He had been strangled to 
death, according to the confession of 
one of several Italians held by the po­ 
lice. 


Five Italians, two of them women, 
are under arrest, charged with being 
accomplices to the murder, and extra 
details of police and deputies are main­ 
taining order in the excited Italian 
quarter of the city. 


The murdered boy was found near 
St, Rose, about 20 miles from New Or­ 
leans. A sweating process wrung a con 
fession from one of the Italian sus­ 
pects, who was taken from his home in 
St. Rose and carried into the woods 
by combined force of officials and vigi­ 
lantes who had the search In charge. 
This man, Ignazlo CamplgcJano, was 
kept in the woods an hour, when he 
confessed, charging four Italians with 
the murder. 
He said that about the 
the time of a mass meeting in New 
Orleans, more than a week ago, held 
for the purpose of prosecuting search 
for the boy, these men, who were In a 
vacant house In St. Rose, became 
frightened and consulted about what 
to do with the child. 
The boy was 
crying, begging to be taken home to 
his parents, said Campigclano, and one 
of the quartet of kidnappers grabbed 
the child and atrangled him to death 
to atop his nolae. Later two of the 
kidnappers, he said, came to him car­ 
rying the body in a blanket, and after 
threatening him with death if he told, 
took the body into a swamp. 


Campigclano, after relating this sto­ 
ry, led the police through two miles of 
swamp, where the searchers sometimes 
waded in water nearly waist deep, and 
at others crawled under tangles of 
briars. 
In a shallow pool at the end 
of this search the body waa found in 
the blanket in a clump of cane. 


W est Chesfcirrv Pa., Juno 25.—Irwto 
Lewis, stepfather of 5-year-old Mary 
Nowlin, whose body was found burled 
in a pit in th« barnyard at her hom<\ 
near here, on- Friday, was committed 
to prison, folTowing an inquest in the 
case, on a formal charge of murder. 
Before the iivqtueat Lewis made a par­ 
tial confession to District Attorney 
MacKlroe, in which he said that the 
child foil from the top of a wagon 
shed and was killed. 
He said he saw 
her fall andi vrhen he wont to pick hei 
up she was dead. He feared he might 
be accused of killing her and he tied a 
burlap bag over her head, faatened a 
cord about her neck and buried her In 
the pit In the barnyard, where he cov­ 
ered the body over with refuse. 


At the inquest, which was held at 
Avondale, a small village n ear the 
Lewis home, U. S. Gifford, the» coro­ 
n ers physician, who made a post mor­ 
tem examination of the body, testified 
that death was caused by suffocation 
or asphyxiation, and there was noth­ 
ing in the condition of the body to 
show thati the child had sustained such 
injuries as to cause death. 
District 
Attorney MacElree then repeated the 
partial confession of Lewis, and th€ 
jury returned a yerdict that the child 
came to her death at the hands of Ir­ 
win Lewis. 


Mr. MacElree testified as follows: 
“On the Friday evening of the find­ 
ing of the body I questioned Lewis foi 
hours. At 10 o’clock I said to him: 
‘Now, Lewis, I*m going to go. I'll give 
you one last chance. I can’t promise 
you anything.’ 


“Then he told me that when he went 
home to feed the chickens at 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon he saw little Mary ou 
the second floor of the wagon shed 
She fell off, he said, and when he ran 
over to her she waa dead. 


“He then admitted burying her and 
ended by saying: ‘My God, what would 
my wife and mother and sister thinli

of the grain, but even to flavor and 
to the relative proportion of food ele- 
ments.

rices are rich in fats, and hence are 
ranked high in regard to flavor and 
nutrition. A botanical catalogue enum- 
erates 161 varieties of rice found in 
Ceylon alone, while in Japan, China 
and India no less than 1400 varieties 
are said to exist. Rice from Madagas- 
car was introduced into South Caro- 
lina in 1694, a few seeds of it'being 
sown in a garden which is now one 
of the thickly built 
portions of 


Charleston. From these seeds came 
the rice that has made South Caro- 
lina famous as a rice producing state.

rice was obtained seems to have been 
rather odd.

In the markets of the world. 
So. at 
all events, declares BotAist-in-Chlef 
Coville of the department of agricul- 
ture. He says that this branch of ag- 
ricultural industry is being revolu- 
tionized in this country by tho intro- 
duction of new machinery, by the 
help of whloh tho American rice grow- 
er, emploring higher priced labor than 
any other rice grower in the world, 
can market his crop at the least cost 
and the greatest profit. 
All that is 
now required Is to secure a variety of 
this cereal which shall be of the best 
possible qua.llty. and, with a view to 
this end, the government has recently 
imported from Japan no less than ten 
tons of a certain very precious kind of 
seed, which Is now being distributed 
among planters In the rice producing 
districts. 


It is believed that before long Amer- 
ican rice growers will be able to com- 
mand the highest prices for their pro- 
duct in the moi'kets of the world. The 
revolution 
recently 
accomplished In 
methods of raising rice has been as 
great as that caused by the introduc- 
tion of moclern agricultural machinery 
into the great wheat filelds which has 
given to the United States control of 
the world's market in respect to that 
cereal. 
What has been accompllshi^d 
with wheat may yet be done with rice 
and a generation hence, or earlier, per- 
haps, Yankee farmers may be supply- 
ing an Immense foreign demand for a 
staple food, -vMch we now have to im- 
port to a 
extent. 
In the year 
189S the peoplo of this country con- 
eumed 190,28[;,0?i> j>ounds of imported 
rice. In addition to the home grown 
crop of 116.500.000 pounds. Producing 
such an enormous -^-plus of other 
grains for export, it 
'^r^s very odd 
that we should be obL^Jd to depend 
80 largely for our rice upon foreign 
producers. This queer state of affairs 
is due mainly to the fact that rice is 
raised chiefly on wet lands, where har- 
TBSting machinery cannot be used. The 
crop, must, therefore, be cut with- 
a ride and the Yankee laborer has been 
throwm into competition with the cheap 
laborer of the tropics—a rivalry that 
has not proved profitable to the Ameri- 
can.

The polishing, which gives 
to the rice Its pearly lustre, Is effect- 
ed by friction against pieces of mooso 
hide or sheepskin tanned and worked 
to a high degree of softness. 


Analyses show that 100 pounds of 
rice contain 87 1-2 pounds of total nut- 
riment, of which 79 1-2 pounds are 
starch and sugar, and nearly 7 1-2 
pounds protein, wlilch is the 
stud 
which goes to make muscle and blood. 
Rice has somewhat more 
nutritive 
material than wheat, but It contains 
less protein. 
This deficiency is sup- 
plied In warm countries, wher^ rice 
is so liirge an item in the food of the 
people, by the addition of beans and 
other such legumes, which take the 
place of meat. 
In 
rice 
producing 
countries this cereal is used as a sub- 
stitute for Irish potatoes and wheat 
bread. 
At every meal in Orental 
lands it is the principal food, being 
eaten most commonly with a little 
fish for seasoning. In well to do fam- 
ilies bits of preserved ginger, beans, 
mushrooms, barley cake and sweets 
are employed as relishes with the rice. 
In rice growing districts of the Unit- 
ed States rice takes the place of the 
Irish potato. 
Dyspeptics 
will 
find 
great relief in substituting boiled rice 
for potatoes in their diet. Boiled rice 
is digestible in one hour; but rice 
should be at least three months old 


before it Is used as food. 


There are an immense number of 
varieties of cultivated rice, differing 
not only as to size, shape and color 
of the grain, but even to flavor and 
to the relative proportion of food ele- 
ments. 
South Carolina 
and 
Japan 
rices are rich in fats, and hence are 
ranked high in regard to flavor and 
nutrition. A botanical catalogue enum- 
erates 161 varieties of rice found in 
Ceylon alone, while in Japan, China 
and India no less than 1400 varieties 
are said to exist. Rice from Madagas- 
car was Introduced Into South Caro- 
lina in 1694, a few seeds of it being 
sown in a garden which is now one 
of the thickly 
built 
portions 
of 
Charleston. Fj-om these seeds came 
the rice that has made South Caro- 
lina famous as a rice producing state. 


The way in which this Madagascar 
rice was obtained seems to have been 
rather odd.

Madagascar 
(she was English or Dutch) was driv- 
en by Dtress of weather to seek shel- 
ter in tiiG harbor of Charleston, and 
the iWpper seized the opportunity to 
visit A» old acquaintance, the govern- 
or of the province, Thomas Smith, 
whom he had met in Xtodagascar.

Botanist Coville says that 
there is no s-atisfactory reason why 
we should not grow rice, nor why we 
should not produce a considerable sur- 
plus for export. 
The most desirable 
rice from the standpoint of the grower 
is one that will produce -the largest 
amount of "head-rice"—that is, un- 
broken grains. Japanese rices average 
better than tho American in this/ re- 
spect, and for that reason it Is con- 
sidered desirable that they shall be ex- 
tensively introduced Into this country. 


There is very bright prospects for 
rice cultlvaUon in 
the 
Philippines, 
Where immense acres are available for 
agricultural industry. Great quantities 
of the cereal are already produced on 
the island of Luzon, but not enough 
to feed the people, no less than 150,- 
#00,000 pounds being Imported annual- 
ly into the archipelago. 
This Is the 
cheapest and most common food of 
Oriental people and what Is wanted In 
the philippines is the same application 
of modern methods of rice growing 
that have* been so successful In Louis- 
iana. 


Tlve pre-eminence in rice cultivation 
which South Carolina has enjoyed for 
200 years has been won largely by 
careful attention to the selection of 
ieed. The gold seed rice, justly fam- 
oua for tlxe quaJity and large yield 
of the grain, sunds, in the estima- 
tion of the market, among the first 
rices of the world. Along the Atlan- 
tic coast it has practically superseded 
the white rice Introduced and general- 
ly cultivated in early days. 


Unfortunately, fashion has much to. 
do with rice. It requires a high gloss, 
and to obtain this the most nutritious 
porUons are removed by the process 
known as "polishing." 
In this pro- 
cess, neai-ly all of the fatty substance 
Js nemoved from the grain. There are 
niere than seven pounds of fats in 
IW pounds of rice polish, whereas in 
xoo pounds of polished rice there is 
less than half a pound of fat.

D. used to talk in her 
sleep about the forgotten parts of her 
life. 
That is to say, the lost memor­ 
ies came back to her in her dreams. 
Moreover, hypnotic sleep answered 
better than natural sleep to bring out 
the latent memories. 


Aavake, Mme. D. remembered noth­ 
ing. 
Hypnotized, she recalled the 
smallest details. 


She had, besides, a way of falling 
into fits of abstraction during which 
she 
would 
sit gazing fixedly into 
space, awake evidently, for she would 
hum a tune, but more or less uncon­ 
scious of her surroundings. 
During 
these reveries Dr. Janet would quiet­ 
ly slip a pencil into her hand. 
There­ 
upon the hand would start off of its 
own accord and begin to write. 
In 
this automatic writing,of which Mme. 
knew 
nothing, 
appeared 
the 
lost 
memories. 


Dr. Janet proved in these and other 
ways that the trouble with Mme. D. 
was that there were two of her. 
The 
sudden mental shock which brought 
on her attack had broken her mind 
into two portions, which had contin­ 
ued to live on, in the same body, to 
be sure, but otherwise pretty inde­ 
pendent of each other. 


One of the two selves had the mus­ 
cular steering gear and controlled 
the body. 
Tho other had the mem­ 
ory. 
W hen they were asleep or hyp­ 
notized they got together again, or, 
what is more likely in the light of re­ 
cent work, the self that remembered 
took advantage of the other’s condi­ 
tion and got control of a portion of 
the muscular apparatus— vocal or­ 
gans at one time, writing hand at an­ 
other. 


Here, then, is Professor Janet's 
chief work. 
He has done more than 
any other man to establish tho doc­ 
trine that in most nervous and men­ 
tal diseases there is a real splitting 
of the self. 


The mind, instead of remaining 
single and sane, becomes a pair of 
mental and moral Siamese twins— or 
sometimes Siamese triplets or quad­ 
ruplets. 
There are dissociations and 
alternations of personality. 
Even the 
common 
American 
nervousness 
is 
now thought to involve 
a 
certain 
amount of inner disintegration. 


Professor Janet has been espe­ 
cially successful in devising methods 
of getting at these absent parts of the 
mind. 
One in particular, which has 
been widely adopted by other psycho­ 
logists, is this: 


An assistant engages the patient 
in conversation and gets him — or 
more usually her — completely ab­ 
sorbed in the talk. 
Meantime P ro ­ 
fessor Janet at the right moment be­ 
gins quietly in a low tone to speak, 
not to the self who is conversing with 
tho assistant, but to the other split 
off persoi). 


He suggests that now, while the 
principal self is too much engaged ip 
other things to nptice what is going 
on, the secondary self shall take pos­ 
session of the waiting hand and have 
a little talk with the doctor on paper. 
Secondary selves are usually highly 
suggestible. 
That is to say, they do 
about as they are told and accept un­ 
critically any idea presented to them. 


«The other* self in the hysterical’» 
oody at once adopts Professor Jan et’s , 
■$u?gestion and, like a dumb man who 
¡an hear, auswers oral question» pn 


calls the nurse. 


There is a certain Frenchm an who 
after being badly frightened by 
a 
snake split so accurately into two 
halves th at for years he alternated 
between one state in which he forgot 
long periods of his life and was para­ 
lyzed over one-half of his body and 
another state in which he rem em ­ 
bered the forgotten incidents and for­ 
got everything else and was paralyzed 
over the other half. 


But Prof. Jan et and his associates 
and disciples did not content them ­ 
selves with seeking to explain these 
strange afflictions. 
In addition they 
try to cure them on the supposition 
that they are dealing with two per­ 
sons, not one. 


Medical science is in short return- 
ing to the old doctrine of possession 
by devils. 
Only instead of casting 
out the devil the modern physician 
fuses him in with the rest of the self 
where he belongs— and he is a devil 
no more. 


Take for e x a m p le s victim of dip­ 
somania. 
For months a t a time he is 
a d ecent, and sober citizen. 
Then 
more or less suddenly his character 
alters fundamentally. He becomes an 
irresponsible drunkard. 


According to Prof. Janet, there are 
really two men concerned. 
They 
have the body in common and a por­ 
tion, at least, of the memories; 
al­ 
though the sober individual is often 
unable to remember the doings of the 
drunkard. 


All their impulses, desires, habits 
$ re unlike. 
The sober man often 
looks with horror on the other. More 
or less periodically they take turns 
at the muscular steering gear and 
control the body, 


There is therefore little use in ap­ 
pealing to number one, because the 
fault is in number two. 
But number 
two is either 
drunk or shut up in­ 
side number one. Besides, he is usu­ 
ally only a poor fragment of a man 
at best. 


Prof. 
Janet's 
method, variously 
modified, enables the physician 
to 
get at the second self while it is so­ 
ber. 
Number two can be made to 
tell all th at happened while he was in 
control, 
even 
though number one 
does not know. 
Furtherm ore, taken 
when he is sober number two will do 
pretty much as he is told, 


W ith skill and care and tact he 
can be once more combined with 
number one. 
This done, dipsomania 
becomes an ordinary thirst, 
When 
the reconstructed man feels the peri­ 
odic impulse to drink he no longer 
changes to the irresponsible number 
two. 
He remains number one, with 
tho full sense of the importance of 
remaining sober. 
He tends then to 
remain sober like an ordinary man. 


Or take tho case of a kleptoman­ 
iac— a woman who could buy ten 
times the value of the .things she 
steals. 
The person who does the 
stealing is not the same person that 
know that she is able to buy or that 
undertands the moral aspects of her 
theft, 
When, however, the split sec­ 
ondary self is made to understand 
the real situation the patient is cured.

American rice bids fair soon to lead 
In the markets of the world. 
So, at 
all events, declares Botdrolst-in-Chief 
Coville of the department of agricul­ 
ture. He says that this branch of ag­ 
ricultural industry Is being revolu­ 
tionized in this country by the intro­ 
duction of new machinery, by the 
help of which the American rice grow­ 
er, employing higher priced labor than 
any other rice grower in the world, 
can market his crop at the least cost 
and the greatest profit. 
All that is 
now required is to secure a variety of 
this cereal which shall be of the best 
possible quality, and, with a view to 
this end, the government has recently 
imported from Japan no less than ten 
tons of a certain very precious kind of 
seed, which is now being distributed 
among planters in the rice producing 
districts. 


It is believed that before long Amer­ 
ican rice growers will be able to com­ 
mand the highest prices for their pro­ 
duct in the markets of the world. The 
revolution 
recently 
accomplished in 
methods of raising rice has been as 
great as that caused by the »introduc 
tion of modern agricultural machinery 
into the great wheat fiields which has 
given to the United States control of 
the world’s market in respect to that 
cereal. 
W hat has been accomplished 
with wheat may yet be done with rice 
and a generation hence, or earlier, per­ 
haps, Yankee farmers may be supply­ 
ing an immense foreign demand for a 
staple food, -rMch we now have to im­ 
port to a i^>go extent. 
In the year 
1898 the people* of this country con­ 
sumed 190,285,0^ pounds of imported 
rice, in addition to the home grown 
crop of 116,500,000 pounds. Producing 
such an enormous - ^*plus of other 
grains for export, it 
/pfis very odd 
that we should be o b l^ jd to depend 
so largely for our rice upon foreign 
producers. This queer sfate of affairs 
is due mainly to the fact that rice is 
raised chiefly on wet lands, where har­ 
vesting machinery cannot be used. The 
crop, must, therefore, be cut with- 
a Bicle and the Yankee laborer has been 
thrown into competition with the cheap 
laborer of the tropics—a rivalry that 
has not preyed profitable to the Ameri­ 
can. 


Tho revolution in methods of rice 
culture has already obtained a fair 
start in the prairie region of south 
western Louisiana. 
In 1884 enterpris­ 
ing settlers began to develop the new 
system, by which, as now perfected, 
the elevated prairie lands are flooded 
at suitable intervals 
by canals 
and 
pumps; the water being drained off 
when the crop is about mature, so as 
to leave the fields dry enough for the 
use of reaping machines. A few years 
ago the notion o f utilizing reaping ma­ 
chines for the harvesting of rice would 
have been regarded as an absurdity; 
but that is what is being done today, 
And in this way the cost of harvesting 
and, therefore, the* total cost of pro­ 
duction, has been greatly reduced. 


Dturipg the last ten years the amount 
®f home grown rice annually market- 
fed in this country has been «.bout 145,- 
000,000 pounds. 
The crop for 1899 is 
laid to be the largest ever produced 
i 
the United States, being estimated 
300,000,000 pounds. From these fig­ 
ures 1t would appear that the demand 
for rice and rice products here is In­ 
creasing. 
Botanist Coville says that 
there is no satisfactory reason why 
we should not grow rice, nor why we 
should not produce a considerable sur­ 
plus for export. 
The most desirable 
rice from the standpoint of the grower 
is one that will produce -the largest 
amount of “head-rice"—that is, un­ 
broken grains. Japanese rices average 
better than tho American in this/ re-* 
spect, and for that reason it is con­ 
sidered desirable that they shall be ex­ 
tensively Introduced into this country. 


There is very bright prospects for 
rice cultivation in 
the 
Philippines, 
Where immense acres are available for 
agricultural industry. Great quantities 
of the cereal are already produced on 
the island of Luzon, but not enough 
to feed the people, no less than 150,- 
900,000 pounds being imported annual­ 
ly into the archipelago. 
This is the 
cheapest and most common food of 
Oriental people and what is wanted in 
the Philippines is the same application 
of modern methods of rice growing 
that have’ been so successful in Louis­ 
iana* 


Th.e pre-eminence in rice cultivation 
which South Carolina has enjoyed for 
200 years has been won largely by 
careful attention to the selection of 
$eed. 
The gold seed rice, justly fam­ 
ous for the quality and large yield 
of the grain, stands, in the estima­ 
tion of the market, among the first 
rices of the world. 
Along the Atlan­ 
tic coast it has practically superseded 
the white rice introduced and general­ 
ly cultivated in early days. 


Unfortunately, fashion has much tov 
do with rice. 
It requires a high gloss, 
and to obtain this the most nutritious 
portions are removed by the process 
known as “polishing." 
In this pro­ 
cess, nearly all of the fatty substance 
is nemoved from the grain. There are 
mere than seven pounds of fats in 
190 pounds of rice polish, whereas in 
100 pounds of polished rice .there is 
less than half a pound of fat. 
IXice 
polish is nearly twice as valuable for 
food as polished rice. 
Another trou­ 


ble is that the flavor of the grain is 
largely in the fats, and this is tak<*n 
away by the polishing. 
It is not sur­ 
prising that American travelers so fre­ 
quently praise rice 
that 
they get 
abroad, saying that it is superior to 
our own. 
The polishing, which gives 
to the rice its pearly lustre, is effect­ 
ed by friction against pieces of moose 
hide or sheepskin tanned and worked 
to a high degree of softness. 


Analyses show that 100 pounds of 
rice contain 87 1-2 pounds of total nut­ 
riment, of which 79 1-2 pounds are 
starch and sugar, and nearly 7 1-2 
pounds protein, which is the 
stuff 
which goes to make muscle and blood. 
Rice has somewhat more 
nutritive 
material than wheat, but it contains 
less protein. 
This deficiency is sup­ 
plied In warm countries, wherp rice 
is so large an item in the food of the 
people, by the addition of beans and 
other such legumes, which take the 
place of meat. 
In 
rice 
producing 
countries this cereal is used as a sub­ 
stitute for Irish potatoes and wheat 
bread. 
At every meal in Orental 
lands it is the principal food, being 
eaten most commonly with a little 
fish for seasoning. In well to do fam­ 
ilies bits of preserved ginger, beans, 
mushrooms, barley cake and sweets 
are employed as relishes with the rice. 
In rice growing districts of the Unit­ 
ed States rice takes the place of the 
Irish potato. 
Dyspeptics 
will 
find 
great relief in substituting boiled rice 
for potatoes in their diet. Boiled rice 
is digestible in one hour; but rice 
should be at least three months old 
before It Is used as food. 


There are an immense number of 
varieties of cultivated rice, differing 
not only as to size, shape and color 
of the grain, but even to flavor and 
to the relative proportion of food ele­ 
ments. 
South Carolina 
and 
Japan 
rices are rich In fats, and hence are 
ranked high In regard to flavor and 
nutrition. A botanical catalogue enum­ 
erates 161 varieties of rice found in 
Ceylon alone, while in Japan, China 
and India no less than 1400 varieties 
are said to exist. Rice from Madagas­ 
car was introduced into South Caro­ 
lina in 1694, a few seeds of it being 
sown in a garden which is now one 
of the thickly 
built 
portions 
of 
Charleston. From these seeds came 
the rice that has made South Caro­ 
lina famous as a rice producing state. 


The way in which this Madagascar 
rice was obtained seems to have been 
rather odd. 
Ramsay's 
“History of 
South Carolina" states that a vessel 
homeward bound from 
Madagascar 
(she was English or Dutch) was driv­ 
en by Dtress of weather to seek shel­ 
ter in tiitf harbor of Charleston, and 
the »kipper seized the opportunity to 
visit itn old acquaintance, the govern­ 
or of the province, Thomas Smith, 
whom he had met in Madagascar. Smith 
expressed a desire to experiment with. 
Jgrowing rice on a moist patch of 
ground in the garden, whereupon the 
captain presented him with a small 
bag of seed which happened 
to 
be 
among the ship's stores. 
The seeds 
were planted in a garden in Longicude 
lane, Charleston.—New England Gro­ 
cer.

It 
was received by Dr. Neal, a relative 
to the judge, who is a practicing phy­ 
sician in China, and it bade the doc­ 
tor attend a reception by Yong Shih 
Gang, imperial governor of the Prov­ 
ince of Shan Tung. 
The envelope is 
about eight inches long and of the 
typical thin Chinese red paper. 
Dr. 
Neal had written a careful Interpre­ 
tation beside each Chinese character 
before sending it to Judge Buffington. 
Tlia invitation was written In the box­ 
like Chinese characters, and the lit­ 
eral translation is: “Carefully settled 
—present moon—the eighty day—af­ 
ternoon—G 
o'clock—half-hour—clean 
cuffs—respectfully 
await—the 
light 
of—your 
presence/' 
—Philadelphia 
Record.

thrown about eight feet up into the air. 
Ab he descended the frantic father caught 
¿iim in his arms. The unfortunate lad 
was carried to the houne and a physician 
hastily summoned, it was at first thought 
sthat he was fatally injured, and that the 
base of the skulldiad been fractured, but 
a t last reports the child was improving 
nicely. The child’s body is covered with 
•cuts and hruises» from the top of the head 
¿#.his feet, and how he escaped without 
Jiavincr any bones -broken or being crush­ 
ed to death, is little less than a miracle. 
The opening in the platform through 
which the child’s body was drawn is 
About 8x14 inches.

Electrical Light For Tropical Birds. 


One of the difficulties encountered 


by keepers of aviaries in zoological 
gardens is the providing of a proper 
environment for birds brought frora 
the tropics. To warm the air to a 
tropical temperature is not enough. 
The birds demand light as well as 
heat. Many of them in their native 
homes are accustomed to feed at sun- 
rise and again just before sunset, and 
their habits in this respect are seri- 
ously disturbed x-by the shortness of 
the winter days in northern cliraes- 
Recently it has been found very ben- 
eficial to keep aviaries containing 
tropical birds brilliantly illuminated 
in the daytime with electric light 
from 6 o'clock- in the morning to 6 
o'clock in the evening, thus close!? 
imitating the duration of daylight to 
which they are accustomed in their 
natural feabitat. The result is that 
they feed in the normal way^ live 
longer and remain in better condi- 
tion.—Youth's Companion.

A NEW PROJECTILE. 


This Device Is Intended to Save, Not 


to Kill. 


Officers of the United States Life 


Caring Service, officers of the United 
States navy and other government ex- 
perts comprise a special marine board 
that is conducting torough tests of a 
most important new invention for life 
saving purposes at wrecks on sea- 
coasts and for use by firemen in res- 
cuing persons from burning skyscrap- 
ers. The new device is known as the 
Slyer-Rogers projectile and is similar 
to, though a marked 
improvement 


over apparatus that has 
been 
for 


years in regular use at every life-sav- 
ing staiion on the American coasts. 


As may be surmised from its name, 


the purpose of the newly patented de- 
vice is to carry a line or rope to im- 
perilled persons. For the accomplish- 
ment of this it is hurled from a beach 
gun or portable mortar which can be 
quickly hauled by men or horses to 
any desired locality. 
However, the 


gun which is employed to throw this 
sew projectile is different in many re- 
spects from the type of mortar previ- 
ously in use by life savers, and the 
projectile itself is claimed to be in- 
finitely superior to anything previous- 
ly devised—a claim ihat would seem 
to be justified by the remarkable tests 
lately undertaken near the city of 
Washington. 


The old-style projectile is merely a 


metal bar, and it is not expected that 
it will perform any function 
other 


than to carry the slender rope at- 
tached to it over the deck or rigging 
of a wrecked ship so that the line can 
be grasped by the imperiled mari- 
ners. The new projectile, however, ha.3 
in itself the means of grasping and 
becoming firmly Implanted in the ob- 
ject against which it is hurled, so 
that there need be no wasted shots, 
even though there be no person at 
hand to make fast the life line. 


The Myers-Rogers projectile, which 


is the invention of a Seattle, Wash., 
man, consists cf a steel-shaft five feet 
in length and weighing 110 pounds. 
This bears slender anchor flukes, one 
foot in length, attached to one end, 
while at the middle of the shaft are 
affixed three barbs. These barbed pro- 
jections enable the projectile to firmly 
grapple soil, rock, trees, sand, wood- 
en masts or yards, or, in fact, • any 
base upon which it falls. The firmness 
cf the hold gained is surprising. 


Aside from the advantage of a life- 


saving messenger that will automati- 
cally attach itself to any desired base 
there is sigmficas.ee in the fact that 
this new projectile will carry a cable 
five times as strong and heavy as it 
has heretofore been possible to hurl 
out to a stranded ship by means of a 
beach cannon-. 
Under the old prac- 


tice a line that was 
comparatively 


frail had first to be shot^ over the 
wreck, and then the shipwrecked crew 
drew out heavier and heavier ropes 
until finally there was obtained a ca- 
ble strong enough to carry a life car 
or breeches buoy. Drawing out these 
preliminary lines wastes valuable time 
and there have been instances when 
heavy loss of life resulted because a 
good-sized hawser could not be got in- 
to position quickly. 


At the first of the recent govern- 


ment tests of the new life-saving de- 
vice the mortar was loaded with 26 
ounces of Xo. 1 Wack rine powder. 
There was attached to the projectile a 
hawser two and a quarter Inches in 
diameter and 1600 
feet in length, 


•weighing 209 pounds. Thus tile total 
weight of projectile and line ^ras 310 
pounds, or exactly the equivalent of 
the weight of the mortar from which 
it was fired. Under these conditions 
the projectile, although its flight was 
impeded by an accidental tangle in 
the hawser, was hurled to a point 
1000 feet distant. 


As a second test the gun was re- 


loaded Tviih IS ounces of the grade of 
powder above mentioned and \rith a 
slightly smaller projectile—a duplicate 
in design but lighter in weight by 
35 pounds. The recoil of the gun on 
this discharge broke the lashings and 
splintered the carriage, but the projec- 
tile 'vras hurled a distance of more 
than 1100 feet. Inasmuch, as statistics 
show that a majority of shipTrrecks oc- 
cur Tvithin from 500 to 709 feet of 
shore the effectiveness of this method 
of getting a line to a vessel ^hich 
cannot be reached by lifeboat or surf- 
boat may readily be appreciated. There 
is sinail chance of accident to the 
projectile. At the case of the shaft 
is a spiral spring of great strength 
that relieves the tension of the impact 
caused by the discharge of the mortar, 
whereas the cable is attached near the 
middle cf tie shaft by means of two 
small pieces cf steel cable attached to 
a collar in such manner that it cannot 
be wrenched loose. 


Tests have lately been carried on to 


demonstrate the efficiency of the ne~ j 
invention for quickly conveying a life 
line to the top of a "skyscraper" build-

Electrical Light For Tropical Birds. 


One of the difficulties encountered 
by keepers of aviaries in zoological 
gardens is the providing of a proper 
environment for birds brought from 
the tropics. 
To w^arm the air to a 
tropical temperature is not enough. 
The birds demand light as well as 
heat. 
Many of them in their native 
homes are accustomed to feed at sun- 
rise and again just before sunset, and 
their habits in this respect are seri- 
ously disturbed ^by the shortness of 
the winter days in northern climes. 
Recently it has been found very ben 
eficlal to keep aviaries 
containing 
tropical birds brilliantly Illuminated 
in the daytime with electric 
light 
from 6 o'clock- In the morning to 6 
o'clock in the evening, thus closely 
imitating the duration of daylight to 
which they are accustomed in their 
natural habitat. 
The result Is that 
they feed in the normal way^ live 
longer and remain in better condi- 
tion,—Youth's Companion.

This Device 1* Intended to Save, Mot 


to Kill. 


Officers of the United States Life 
Oavlng Service, officers of the United 
Stales navy and other government ex- 
perts comprise a special marine board 
that is conducting torough tests of a 
most Important new invention for life 
saving purposes at wrecks 
on 
sea- 
coasts and for use by firemen in res- 
cuing persons from burning skyscrap- 
ers. The new device is known as the 
Myer-Rogers projectile and is similar 
to, though a 
marked 
improvement 
over apparatus tliat has 
been 
for 
years In regular use at every life-sav- 
ing station on the American coasts. 


As may be surmised from its name, 
the purpose of the newly patented de- 
vice is to carry a line or rope to Im- 
perilled persons. 
For the accomplish- 
ment of this It is hurled from a beach 
gun or portable mortar which can be 
quickly hauled by inen or horses to 
any desired locality. 
However, the 
gun which is employed to throw this 
new projectile Is different In many re- 
spects from the type of mortar previ- 
ously In use by life savers, and the 
projectile Itself Is claimed to be in- 
finitely superior to anything previous- 
ly devised—a claim that would seem 
to be justified by the remarkable tests 
lately undertaken near the 
city 
of 
Washington. 


The old-style projectile is merely a 
metal bar, and It Is not expected that 
It will perform any function 
other 
than to carry the slender rope at- 
tached to it over the deck or rigging 
of a wrecked ship so that the line can 
be grasped by the Imperiled 
mari- 
ners. The new projectile, however, has 
in itself the mea.ns of grasping and 
becoming firmly Implanted In the ob- 
ject against which it is hurled, so 
that there need be no wasted shots, 
even though there be no person at 
hand to make fast the life line. 


The Myers-Rogers projectile, which 
is the inventloni of a Seattle, Wash., 
man, consists of a steel-shaft five feet 
in length and weighing 
110 
pounds. 
This bears slender anchor flukes, one 
foot in length, attached to one end, 
while at the middle of the shaft are 
affixed three barbs. These barbed pro- 
jections enable the projectile to firmly 
grapple soil, rock, trees, sand, wood- 
en masts or yards, or, in fact, any 
base upon :whlch it falls. The firmness 
of the hold gained is surprising. 


Aside from the advantage of a life- 
saving messenger that will automati- 
cally attach Itself to any desired base 
there is significance in the fact that 
this new projectile v/ill carry a cable 
five times as strong and heavy as it 
has heretofore been possible to hurl 
oGt to a stranded ship by means of a 
beach cannon. 
Under the old prac- 
tice a line that was 
comparatively 
frail had first to be shot^ over the 
wreck, and then the shipwrecked crew 
drew out heavier and heavier ropes 
until finally there was obtained a ca- 
ble strong enough to carry a life car 
or breeches buoy. 
Drawing out these 
preliminary lines wastes valuable time 
and there have been Instances when 
heavy loss of life resulted because a 
good-sized hawser could not be got In- 
to position quickly. 


At the first of the recent govern- 
ment tests of the new life-saving de- 
vice the mortar was loaded with 26 
ounces of No. 1 -black riile powder. 
There was attached to the projectile a 
hawser two and a quarter Inches in 
diameter and 
1600 
feet in length, 
weighing 200 pounds. 
Thus th« total 
weight of projectile and line was 310 
pounds, or exactly the equivalent of 
the weight of the mortar from which 
it was fired. Under these conditions 
the projectile, although its flight was 
impeded by an accidental tangle in 
the hawser, was hurled to a point 
lOOO feet distant. 


As a second test the gun was re- 
loaded with 18 ounces of the grade of 
powder above mentioned and with a 
slightly smaller projectile—a duplicate 
in design but lighter in weight by 
35 pounds. 
The recoil of the gun on 
this discharge broke the lashings and 
splintered the carriage, but the projec- 
tile was hurled a distance of more 
than 1100 feet. Inasmuch as statistics 
show that a majority of shipwrecks oc- 
cur within from 500 to 700 
feet of 
shore the effectiveness of this method 
of getting a line to a vessel which 
cannot be reached by lifeboat or surf- 
boat may readily be appreciated. There 
is small chance of accident to the 
projectile. 
At the base of the shaft 
is a spiral spring of great strength 
that relieves the tension of the impact 
caused by the discharge of the mortar, 
whereas the cable is attached near the 
middle of the shaft by means of two 
small pieces of steel cable attached to 
a collar in- such manner that it cannot 
be wrenched loose. 


Tests have lately been carried on to 
demonstrate the efficiency of the new 
invention for quickly conveying a life 
line to the top of a ''skyscraper" build- 
ing, and it has been demonstrated that 
a Myers-Rogers 
projectile 
weighing 
25 pounds is capable of carrying an 
asbestos ladder to the upper 
stories 
of lofty buildings—thus opening 
to 
the new invention a great field of use- 
fulness as aa agent for the rescue of 
persons cut off by flames at heights in- 
accessible by means of ordinary lad- 
ders.—Philadelphia Record.

Arthur Staringer, the novelist, who 
has Just returned to New York after 
a two months' visit in Central Amer- 
ica, brings the news that Joseph Gor- 
don, the Jamaican half-caste outlaw 
who won for himself in the tropics a 
reputation equal to that of Tracey 
In the United States, and who for 
some months had been 
terrorizing 
Costa Rica, was captured and killed 
on March 30.

Gordon 
was trying to shoot up the republic. 
In fact, I was one of a party of eight 
which left Lima with a yard engine 
and an observation car In search of 
him, after Gordon had shot down 
two railway employes and telephoned 
his dramatic challenge in to Mr, Mul- 
lens, the general manager of the rail- 
way. 
He had'been daringly active 
for weeks. 
When he got hungry he 
rifled a United Fruit Company's com- 
missariat. 
When he found himself 
getting cornered he dropped 
back 
Into the thick growth of the banana 
plantations and bobbed up at some 
new point. 
When he was interfered 
with he simply shot down his man. 


"This sort of thing had continued 
until the natives, 
who are usually 
quiet and law-abiding, were in a state 
of ridiculous terror.

in a banana car bolted back to the 
coast on foot. The man had become 
a sort of myth.

to Kill. 


Officers of the United States Life 
Oaring Service, officers of tho United 
States navy and other government ex­ 
perts comprise a special marine board 
that is conducting torough tests of a 
most important new invention for life 
saving purposes at wrecks 
on 
sea- 
coasts and for use by firemen in res­ 
cuing persons from burning skyscrap­ 
ers. The new device is known as the 
Myer-Rogers projectile and is similar 
to, though a 
marked 
improvement 
over apparatus that has 
been 
for 
years in regular use at every life-sav­ 
ing station on the American coasts. 


As may be surmised from its name, 
the purpose of the newly patented de­ 
vice is to carry a line or rope to im­ 
perilled persons. 
For the accomplish­ 
ment of this it is hurled from a beach 
gun or portable mortar which can be 
quickly hauled by men or horses to 
any desired locality. 
However, the 
gun which is employed to throw this 
new projectile is different in many re-

Electrical Light F or Tropical Birds. 


One of the difficulties encountered 
by keepers of aviaries in zoological 
gardens is the providing of a proper 
environment for birds brought from 
the tropics. 
To warm the air to a 
tropical tem perature is not enough. 
The birds demand light as well as 
heat. 
Many of them in their native 
homes are accustomed to feed at sun­ 
rise and again just before sunset, and 
their habits in this respect are seri­ 
ously disturbed Nby the shortness of 
the winter days in northern climes. 
Recently it has been found very ben. 
eficial to keep aviaries containing 
tropical birds brilliantly illuminated 
in the daytime with electric light 
from 6 o'clock* in the morning to 6 
o'clock in the evening, thus closely 
imitating the duration of daylight to 
which they are accustomed in their 
natural habitat. 
The result is that 
they feed in the normal way., live 
longer and remain in better condi­ 
tion.— Youth's Companion.

lately undertaken near the 
city 
of 
Washington. 


The old-style projectile is merely a 
metal bar, and it is not expected -that 
it will perform any function 
other 
than to carry the slender rope at­ 
tached to it over the deck or rigging 
of a wrecked ship so that the line can 
be grasped by the imperiled 
mari­ 
ners. The new projectile, however, has 
in itself the me3.ns of grasping and 
becoming firmly implanted in the ob­ 
ject against which it is hurled, so 
that there need be no wasted shots, 
even though there be no person at 
hand to make fast the life line. 


The Myers-Rogers projectile, which 
is the invention! of a Seattle, Wash., 
man, consists of a steel-shaft five feet 
In length and weighing 110 
pounds. 
This bears slender anchor flukes, one 
foot in length, attached to one end, 
while at the middle of the shaft are 
affixed three barbs. These barbed pro­ 
jections enable the projectile to firmly 
grapple soil, rock, trees, sand, wood­ 
en masts or yards, or, in fact,-any 
base upon ^vhich it falls. The firmness 
of the hold gained is surprising. 


Aside from the advantage of a life- 
saving messenger that will automati­ 
cally attach itself to any desired base 
there is significance in the fact that 
this new projectile will carry a cable 
five times as strong and heavy as It 
has heretofore been possible to hurl 
oftt to a stranded ship by means of a 
beach cannon. 
Under the old prac­ 
tice a line that was 
comparatively 
frail had first to be shot^ over the 
wreck, and then the shipwrecked crew 
drew out heavier and heavier ropes 
until finally there was obtained a ca­ 
ble strong enough to carry a life car 
or breeches buoy. 
Drawing out these 
preliminary lines wastes valuable time 
and there have been instances when 
heavy loss of life resulted because a 
good-sized hawser could not be got in­ 
to position quickly. 


At the first of the recent govern­ 
ment tests of the new life-saving de­ 
vice the mortar was loaded with 26 
ounces of No. 1 .black rifle powder. 
There was attached to the projectile a 
hawser two and a quarter inches in 
diameter and 
1600 
feet in length, 
weighing 200 pounds. 
Thus th« total 
weight of projectile and line was 310 
pounds, or exactly the equivalent of 
the weight of the mortar from which 
it was fired. 
Under these conditions 
the projectile, although its flight was 
impeded by an accidental tangle In 
the hawser, wfas hurled to a point 
1000 feet distant. 


As a second test the gun was re­ 
loaded with 18 ounces of the grade of 
powder above mentioned and with a 
slightly smaller projectile—a duplicate 
in design but lighter in weight by 
35 pounds. 
The recoil of the gun on 
this discharge broke the lashings and 
splintered the carriage, but the projec­ 
tile was hurled a distance of more 
than 1100 feet. 
Inasmuch as statistics 
show that a majority of shipwrecks oc­ 
cur within from 500 to 700 
feet of 
shore the effectiveness of this method 
of getting a line to a vessel which 
cannot be reached by lifeboat or surf* 
boat may readily be appreciated. There 
is small chance of accident to the 
projectile. 
At the base of the shaft 
is a spiral spring of great strength 
that relieves the tension of the impact 
caused by the discharge of the mortar, 
whereas the cable is attached near the 
middle of the shaft by means of two 
small pieces of steel cable attached to 
a collar in such manner that it cannot 
be wrenched loose. 


Tests have lately been carried on to 
demonstrate the efficiency of the new 
invention for quickly conveying a life 
line to the top of a "skyscraper’1 build­ 
ing, and it has been demonstrated that 
a Myers-Rogers 
projectile 
weighing 
25 pounds is capable of carrying an 
asbestos ladder to the upper 
stories 
of lofty buildings—thus opening 
to 
the new invention a great field of use­ 
fulness as an agent for the rescue of 


DEATH OF OUTLAW GORDON. 


Arthur Staringer, the novelist, who 
has just returned to New York after 
a twfo months’ visit in Central Amer­ 
ica, brings the news th at Joseph Gor­ 
don, the Jamaican half-caste outlaw 
who won for himself in the tropics a 
reputation equal to th at of Tracey 
in the United States, and who for 
some months had been terrorizing 
Costa Rica, was captured and killed 
on March 30. 


“I was knocking about the eastern 
end of Costa Rica,” said Mr. Stringer, 
yesterday, “when this man Gordon 
was trying to shoot up the republic. 
In fact, I was one of a party of eight 
which left Lima with a yard engine 
and an observation car in search of 
him, after Gordon had shot down 
two railway employes and telephoned 
his dramatic challenge in to Mr. Mul­ 
lens, the general manager of the rail­ 
way. 
He had~been daringly active 
for weeks. 
When he got hungry he 
rifled a United F ruit Company’s com­ 
missariat. 
When he found himself 
getting cornered he dropped back 
into the thick growth of the banana 
plantations and bobbed up at some 
new point. 
When he was interfered 
with he simply shot down his man. 


“This sort of thing had continued 
until the natives, 
who are usually 
quiet and law-abiding, were in a state 
of ridiculous terror. A detachment of 
colored troops that had been sent out 
in a banana car bolted back to the 
coast on foot. 
The man had become 
a sort of myth. 
He had all the east­ 
ern half of th at nation terrorized. 


“On the same morning that our 
special went up into his stamping 
ground a handcar came down from 
the hills carrying three bodies, those 
of three soldiers shot by Gordon. The 
handcar had to be lifted off the rails 
to let us pass. 
It was a gruesome

PEOXIES AND LILIES. 


The iris and the peony are very 


thankful for a good dressing of stable 
manure in the early winter, which 
should be dug into the groud early in 
the spring.

CLEFT GRAFTING FRUIT TREES.

eriy -described by the adjective ''fierce"— a term which is commonly app ed 
to the game by Its advocates. 
The gross exaggeration of all competitive 
sports is now working incalculable harm to schools, colleges and universities. 
The first step should be to limit closely the number of intercollegiate con- 
tests in each sport. 
Two such contests in each sport would be ample to 
maintain sufficient Interest in all the sports. 
The preparation for these two 
contests should be procured solely through domestic competitions, the number 
and variety of these home competitions being much increased. 
From the 
educational point of view the value of any sport is to be tested chiefly by the 
number of persons who habitually take active part in it for pleasure during 
fthe education period and enjoy it in after life. Tried by,this test, football ia 
the least valuable of all college sports. ^

PEONIES AND LILIES. 


The iris and the peony are very 
thankful for a good dressing of stable 
manure in the early winter, which 
should be dug into the groud early in 
the spring. 
The roots of both these 
plants are continually alive during 
the entire winter, and, being very 
near the surface, it is almost essen- 
tial that they should 
be 
protected 
with some warm covering. 
Just the 
opposite should be observed with lil- 
ies, Where they are planted in a sep- 
arate bed lilies must not be covered 
with manure in the fall, but should 
receive fully one foot of protection of 
some dry material such as leaves, hay 
or straw. 


CLEFT GRAFTING FRUIT TREES. 


On large trees and for branches an 
inch or more in diameter, cleft graft- 
ing, if rightly done, may be practiced 
with good results. Tho branch should 
be cut off squarely as indicated in the 
accompanying illustration. The stock 
should then be split by laying a chisel 
on the surface and striking it lightly 
with a mallet. 
The split thus made 
may be kept open with a knife or 
chisel until the scion is inserted. 


The lower edge of this should be 
cut into the form of a wedge, with a 
bud at the beginning of the cut where 
it rests upon the stock, the object of 
which is to hasten the union of the 
two. 
The outer edge of the wedge- 


shaped cut should also be thicker than 
the inner. 
It Is advisable to put at 
least two scions in each branch, so 
that one may live even if the other 
dies. 
If both live and 
grow 
the 
•weaker one should be cut out. 


To hold the scions In place a good 
grafting wax is required, and 
this 
may be made by melting together two 
pounds of rosin, one-fourth pound of 
beesvs^ax and three-fourth pound of 
tallow. 
It 
should 
be 
just 
hard 
enough to work easily with the hand, 
though If large surfaces are to be 
covered It Is preferable to have it 
quite liquid so that it can be applied 
with a brush, during which time It Is 
of course to l3e kept warm. 
The sur- 
face of the base of the scions should 
be coated with this wax, and in fact 
every part of the split and cut surface 
of both the stock and scion, to ex- 
clude rain.—Fred O. Sibley, Otsego 
County, N. Y., in The Epitomist.

Have a seat—two seats—somewhere 
near. 


You want sweet peas, don't you? 
Plant them this month thickly, touch- 
ing each other, and six inches deep.

Pansies you would better start in 
your own room or else get from the 
greenhouse 
when 
warm 
weatner 
comes the plants that are already 
blooming, and be sure you put them 
into the bame kind of earth. 


Carnation pinks every girl wants, 
and sweet violets. 
If you are going 
to live In the same place next year 
plant some seeds of each this spring 
and BO get next year's plants—but 
for this year buy a plant of each at 
the greenhouse. 


Forgei-me-nots are pretty, sentir 
mental 
little 
things. 
Plant 
some 
seeds when the ground Is warm. 


Place your row of sweet peas along 
the back of tho bed with two oy three 
seeds of tall nasturtiums. 


In a row In front of these sow a 


line of ntignonette. 


In front of this scatter the pansy, 
violet and carnation plants with a 
group of forget-me-nots and rose ge- 
ranium plants^ and then run a border 
of sweet alyssum Ee£;d around 
tho 
edge as ^oon as warm weather 'C9;n23,

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Football Unfit 


For College Use»/* 


By President Eliot, of Harvard. 


O game is fit for college uses in wttiich men are often so knocked 


or crushed into insensibility or immobility that it is a question 
whether by the application of water and stimulants they can be 
brought to and enabled to go on playing. 
No game is fit for 


college uses in which recklessness in causing or suffering seri­ 
ous bodily injuries promotes efficiency and so is taught and 
held up for admiration. 
An extreme recklessness remains a 
grave objection to the game of football, and it also makes basketball and 
hockey, as developed in recent years, undesirable games. 
Football is prop­ 
erly described by the adjective “fierce”— a term which is commonly applied 
to the game by its advocates. 
The gross exaggeration of all competitive 
sports is now working incalculable harm to schools, colleges and universities. 
The first step should be to limit closely the number of intercollegiate con­ 
tests in each sport. 
Two such contests in each sport would be ample to 
maintain sufficient interest in all the sports. 
The preparation for these two 
contests should be procured solely through domestic competitions, the number 
and variety of these home competitions being much increased. 
From the 
educational point of view the value of any sport is to be tested chiefly by the 
number of persons who habitually take active part in it for pleasure during 
the education period and enjoy it in after life. Tried by 4 this test, football is 
the least valuable of all college sports. '

into notice owing t° ^ie wrec^ there­ 
on of the Norwegian exploring ship 
Catherine, and the subsequent rescue 
of the castaway crew by the Turaklna, 
a British steamer despatched from 
€apeiTown for that purpose. 


But Hog Island, the westernmost 
of the group and the one whereon the 
wrecked men spent most of their time, 
is by no means an undesirable place 
of residence, abounding as it does in 
hares and rabbits, penguins, alba­ 
trosses and sea elophants. 


Heiird Island, in the same seas, is 
far more isolated/ as well as mor.fe 
barren; but it possesses, as does Hog, 
a shelter hut for castaways, and it is 
visited by whalers occasionally,. ( So 
too is South. Georgia, b.ut it has) no 
shelter hut and as it Js right out of 
the track of shipping any one unlucky 
enough to be cast away thereon >vou)d 
stand a very poor chance of ever 
getiipg off alive,

visited even more rarely, and on the 
last occasion when a ship touched 
there five corpses were found frozen 
on the beach, grim memento of some 
unrecorded tragedy of the sea.

But probably the palm ip this direc­ 
tion must be ascribed to Dougherty 
Island, on which,,so far as is known, 
no landing*' has ever been effected.

STIRRING SOIL OF BULB BEDS. 


If the soil in beds containing tulips 
and other bulbs is gently stirred, the 
aeration will be found to have a very 
beneficial effect 
This must not be 
done so vigorously, however, as to 
disturb the plants. 


GARDEN STANDBYS. 


There are certain flowers, such as 
phlox, sweet asyssum, pansies, pop­ 
pies, snapdragon, sweet peas, gera­ 
niums, 
verbenas, 
nasturtium s 
and 
roses, which are such standbys that 
no garden is complete without them. 


PEONIES AND LILIES. 


The iri3 and the peony are very 
thankful for a good dressing of stable 
manure in the early winter, which 
should be dug into the groud early in 
the spring. 
The roots of both these 
plants are continually alive during 
the entire winter, and, being very 
near the surface, it is almost essen­ 
tial th at they should be protected 
with some warm covering. 
Just the 
opposite should be observed with lil­ 
ies. Where they are planted in a sep­ 
arate bed lilies must not be covered 
with manure in the fall, but should 
receive fully one foot of protection of 
some dry material such as leaves, hay 
or straw. 


CLEFT GRAFTING FRUIT TREES. 


On large trees and for branches an 
inch or more in diameter, cleft graft­ 
ing, if rightly done, may be practiced 
with good results. The branch should 
be cut off squarely as indicated in the 
accompanying illustration. The stock 
should then be split by laying a chisel 
on the surface and striking it Uglitly 
with a mallet. 
The split thus made 
may be kept open with a knife or 
chisel until the scion is inserted. 


The lower edge of this should be 
cut into the form of a wedge, with a 
bud at the beginning of the cut where 
it rests upon the stock, the object of 
which is to hasten the union of the 
two. 
The outer edge of the wedge- 


shaped cut should also be thicker than 
the inner. 
It is advisable to put at 
least two scions in each branch, so 
that one may live even if the other 
dies. 
If both live and 
grow 
the 
weaker one should be cut out. 


To hold the scions in place a good 
grafting wax is required, and this 
may be made by melting together two 
pounds of rosin, one-fourth pound of 
beeswax and three-fourth pound of 
tallow. 
It 
should 
be 
just 
hard 
enough to work easily with the hand, 
though if large surfaces are to be 
covered it is preferable to have it 
quite liquid so that it can be applied 
with a brush, during which time it is 
of course to be kept warm. 
The sur­ 
face of the base of the scions should 
be coated with this wax, and in fact 
every part of the split and cut surface 
of both the stock and scion, to ex­ 
clude rain.— Fred O. Sibley, Otsego 
County, N. Y., in The Epitomist.
